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The scenario of Kingsville in the 1920’s was no lon- 
ger one of a pioneer settlement. The town boasted 
many businesses. There was a blacksmith shop owned 
by Mr. Amsden and later by Mr. McFarland, a barber- 
shop operated by Mr. Brown and then by Paul Jordan, 
a drug store owned by Mr. Schrambling and two pool 
rooms, one owned by William Crites and one by Win 
Shore. Two grocery stores, one owned by Keller and 

jhaffer and another by T. Wetmore, were located in 
own, and also a general store which sold groceries, 
yard goods, work clothes, boots and shoes and even 
had a branch bank and a set of outdoor scales to weigh 
wagons, hay and livestock. The general store was 
operated by Brown and Comp who also operated the 
Telephone Company. The store was sold to Nels Carl- 
son in 1929 and later to Mr. Swanson on September 
3, 1931. The Swanson family operated the store until 
May of 1967. George Richmond and son owned a 
paint and wallpaper store and Chap Hawkins operat- 
ed the water company and also repaired watches and 
sold jewelry. A feed and grist mill was operated by 
Charles Kendall and Ron Walters. A canning factory 
was operated by the Bugby Brothers, who canned 25 
to 50 acres of tomatoes each year. Another business 
was Vanderburg and Peck’s Qrocery and hardware 
store. Later it was just Vanderburg hardware store 
with a building adjacent to the Vanderburg house. 
This business was sold to Arnold Carlson in November 
of 1954 and he sold the building and it was moved in 
1955. A roofing and tin shop owned by Thomas Mills 
is still in existence today operated by his son, Burton 
and grandson Robert. Harry Eastman, the town’s 
undertaker, also ran a taxi service and offered room 
and board to out-of-towners. Room and board was a 
profitable business. Many people rented rooms to stu- 
dents of the Normal School and High School. 

A sawmill was operated by Clyde and George Pick- 
ens. The Tuttle Building, the first brick commercial 
building built in 1925, housed Shaffer’s Grocery Store 
on the west side and Tuttle’s Service Station on the 
east side. After Mr. Shaffer was murdered, his grocery 

store was sold to Rev. O’Brien’s son-in-law. He operat- 
f it one month and couldn't make a go of it and it was 

-d to Clyde Smith in 1937. In 1938 he purchased the 
building west of the Tuttle building from Estey Davis. 
This building housed the Post office in one half and 
Smith’s grocery in the other half. Clyde Smith had a 
second story built on it for living quarters. Later he 
sold it to Arnold Carlson who put a hardware store in 
it. In 1959 Arnold Carlson purchased the Floyd Shep- 
herd building on Lake Street and he and his son Ron 
still operate a hardware store there. This building was 
built in 1936 and Prior to its purchase by Arnold Carl- 
son, it was a car sales and garage which was owned by 
Kenneth Carle who operated a garage there until 
1959, 

The little metropolis of 660 people provided 
enough business to have its own medical doctor, den- 
tist and a veterinarian. Doctors who served during this 
era were Dr. Coombs, Dr. Fox, Dr. Edell, Dr. Graves 
and lastly Dr. John O’Bell who passed away in 1978. 
Dentists were Dr. Noble, Dr. Webster and Dr. Kent. 
Dr. Michael was the veterinarian. 

Jacob Anderson supplied fresh milk as did many 
farmers, including Mr. McNutt. Forde Page pur- 
chased the McNutt milk business in 1942 and operat- 
ed it until 1958. Myers meat delivered weekly as did 
bakeries. 

Frank Bowdler owned trucks that hauled produce 
to Youngstown and Pittsburgh. 

Oscar Anderson delivered ice which was chopped 
out of the river in the winter and stored and delivered 
in the summer. 

During the 20’s and 30’s men who were not self- 
employed found many ways to earn a living. Most fam- 
ilies owned a car and many of the men went to Ashta- 
: to work in foundries, steel mills, Fork & Hoe and 

Socket and Rubber Plants. Some worked on the 
great steamboats on the Lakes. In fact in the early 
1930’s at least 100 sailors called Kingsville their 
home. 

One occupation that kept quite a few men and 
teams busy was the molding sand business. Sand was 
shoveled into wagons and hauled to the railroad where 
it was loaded into gondola cars bound for the steel mills 
in Youngstown and Pittsburgh. 


So Ae ee 
Neason actually walked the Nickel Plate tracks from 
Ashtabula to Conneaut keeping check on the rails dai- 
ly. Many men were employed as railway mail clerks 
who sorted the mail on the railroad cars. 

Charles Lyons was a carpenter during this era and 
he is given credit for building more houses than anyone 
else. 

Agriculture was prominent during this time. Those 
farmers having sandy soil were market gardeners. 
Picking strawberries compensated anywhere from 
1% cents to 3 cents Per quart. A good picker could 
pick 100 quarts a day. A gentleman named Mr. Covel 
assembled fruit and vegetable baskets for this enter. 
Prise and purchased his stock from Saybrook Basket 
Company. In 1955 to 1974 Kingsville had its own bas- 
ket factory which employed 20 people. The factory 
was owned and operated by Austin Westcott. Baskets 
were shipped to New England. 

The Kingsville Water System which was initiated by 
Chap Hawkins in 1905 continued on until it was 
acquired by the Conneaut Water System in 1959 and 
later to Ohio American, 

Electricity was introduced to the Kingsville area in 
1924 and continues today through the services of the 
Cleveland Electric Illuminating Company. 

The Kingsville Telephone Company began in 1890 
and continued to serve the Kingsville area until pur- 
chased by the Western Reserve Telephone Company 
in 1981. 


Natural gas was brought to the area at the turn of 


the century by Lake Shore Gas Company which was 
sold in 1957 to East Ohio Gas Company who serves 
the area today. Interestingly enough there seems to be 
an abundance of natural gas in Kingsville as witnessed 
by the numerous gas wells being drilled in the area 
since 1980. 

Cable television service became available in 1974 
and the community is served by the Tele-media Com- 
pany. 

Forever to the credit of the early settlers was the 
great significance they attached to education. Kings- 
ville Academy educated 5000 students from every 


state in the union and from Germany and England.’ 


Kingsville Normal School was also a school to educate 
teachers. It operated from 1912-1927. On December 
6, 1927 fire destroyed the school. This fire was of a 
suspicious nature but school was continued the follow- 
ing week in various other buildings in town. Money for 
a new building was raised by a special levy and the 
new school was opened January 10, 1929. It was built 
on a ten acre lot south of the center of town. In 1952 
another levy was passed and a cafeteria, 3 primary 
Tooms, a commercial room and domestic science room 
were added. A second addition was built later. With 
the consolidation of Pierpont, Kingsville and Edge- 
wood into the Buckeye School System, the Kingsville 
school was made into an elementary school with two 
classes of each grade from kindergarten to grade 6, 
Students from grade 7 and 8 attend Wallace Braden 
Junior High School and grades 9 through 12 are at 
Edgewood High School which was built in 1962. 

Kingsville is governed by four elected officers which 
consist of three trustees anda clerk. Out of many trust- 
ees who served Kingsville there are two men who 
served for over thirty years. Their names are Perry 
Parker and Nels Carlson. Burr Blakeslee also served 
a long period as clerk. He served from 1949-1975, 
The present trustees are Donald Hill, Charles Page 
and Russell Wentink. The Clerk is Nancy Page. Two 
men are employed at the present time. 

The population at the last census was 2,160, 

Cassius Allen and Richard Rose served as Justices 
of the Peace. Richard Rose was the last to serve and 
he served until the office was abolished by state law in 
the late 50’s. He is still a la‘yyer in our town. 

At one time law enforcement was by Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania Protective Association which had vigilantes who 
were often referred to as “Horse Thieves.” This group 
served from 1929-1946 when it was disbanded due to 
lack of membership. Bert Smith served as the town 
constable for many years. Currently we are covered 
by the Ashtabula County Sheriff’s Department. 

The Kingsville Post Office was established in 1820. 
It was housed in different places through the years. It 
moved to the Tuttle Building in the west end in 1947 
and in 1981 it took over the entire building. It employs 
six people now and has one rural route and one auxilia-

Merritt and Eunice had six children: Elthea (Ivan’s 
grandmother), Merritt, George, Timothy, Fernando 
and Maryette.

Harlan C. Husted, filling the office of county clerk of Madison county, his 
home being in Winterset, has been a lifelong resident of this part of the state and 
has always been imbued with the spirit of enterprise and progress which has been 
a dominant factor in bringing about present-day conditions of progress and pros- 
perity. Tle was born in Ohio township, this county, on the 16th of September, 
1878, a son of Thomas and Mary S. (Means) Husted. His paternal grandparents
